A Sound and Earneat Plea. 

Dbar Bbethhkn:— I feel like try- 
ing to write somelhiug or aay some- 
thing that wiil have some influence on 
the Brotherhood and cause them to 
atop and think a moment before they 
allow Ashland College to go out of our 
hands. 

One thing is certain, if we do not 
keep It. we may as well hang up any 
hopes we now have of drawing the in- 
telligent portion of the young people 
to us. It will stamp us as behind all 
other religious societies in the matter of 
education, it will bring discredit on us 
from all aides aa being unable to raise 
a paltry twenty thousand dollars to- 
wards the maintenance of a school 
wherein to train our young ministers. 
Our doctrine is very good b it It is not 
so good but that we must have faithful 
defenders and men able to take their 
places beside the learned of all creeds. 
And we cannot afford to risk our suc- 
ceea by sending our young people to 
other achoole for their education. This 
almost Invariably results ;u their Join- 
ing the sect that controls the achool 
tbat educates them and I cannot blame 
them, for these schools all loater their 
pupils and will give them the benefit of 
their prestige in starting them tn life 
In whatever position they may choose 
to OU and more especially is this the 
ease, if their choice of church homes 
happens to be the same as that con- 
trolling the achool. 

This very fact has drained the old 
6. B. church of all their brightest and 
beat men. Did I »re to mention 
names, 1 could fill a column with the 
names of prominent men here In Day- 
ton who were raised In the old church 
but are now in other denomination a, 
doing heroic work for their chosen 
church that might have been bestowed 
on their father's church, bad It been 
progressive enough to give them tbe op- 
portunity to do ao. At tbe same hotel 
where I stop here, Is a young man 
from Dunker parents that la trustee of 
one of tbe moat prominent churches 
here and la la every way a successful 
man In bis chosen profession although 
but young in years. • 


Now are we to allow tbts thing 
to continue , if we are. I feel like fol- 
lowing the example of the young man 
above mentioned and seek a more eon 
genial place for work. 

There Is no use in mincing matters. 
There are men in this Valley whe 
ougbt each one of them pay one- fourth 
of this debt and feel none the worse for 
having done so. 

Now 1 will close by saying that If 
you let Ashland Coellge go, make up 
your mind to lose half or your bright- 
est young men and to make leas pro- 
gress In the neat ten than you have in 
the last five years' some things tbat do 
not seem to be ao large at first have 
far-reaching consequences. ' Twenty 
thouaand dollars ia not much to any 
one but to the man who is more wed. 
ded to bla dollars than to bis God or 
to bis churcb, but this will do more 
good now than ten times as much will 
in ten year* when we have once let the 
disgrace of failure rest up -a us. 

A reputation once lost Is ten times 
harder to recover than It would have 
been to retain It unspotted. 

Now 1 beg of you, don't let this 
matter go by default, but let every one 
put hie ahoulder to the wheel and lift 
what be can.
